On July 8 0, 1958 , Dixon Street Commissioner Orv al L. Gearhart entered in­ 
to an agreement disposing of city property without the knowledge of a major­ 
ity of the city council and without council approv al. 
On Aug. 5, 1958 , Gearhart and Mayor Joseph E. Vaile entered into a con­ 
tract leasing a new street sweeper for three years at a total cost to the city of 
$14,616. Council approv al was neither sought nor granted. City Attorney Ed­ 
ward A. Jones approv ed the form of the contract. 
On Sept. 29, Gearhart cancelled the contract, but the city apparently still 
has possession of the new street sweeper. 
According to chapter 24, Section 59 -4 of the Illinois cities and v illages act, 
before a municipal gov erning body in a city the size of Dixon can dispose of 
personal property, a v ote of three-fourths of the city council is required. 
The Telegraph has a photostatic copy of a contract ----------------------------------- 
signed by Gearhart July 30, leasing a sweeper from the 
C. C. Fuller Co., Chicago, for $13.^0. The agreement in­ 
cluded the trade-in of Dixon’s old sweeper for $510, leav ing 
a total owed Fuller by the city of SI3,050.

Some who specialize in influ encing: the 
pu blic say that traffic safety experts waste 
their breath when they issu e general advice 
lik e “drive with cau tion.” 
The argu ment is that most people simply 
assu me they are good drivers and thu s con­ 
sider that warnings and broadly phrased 
gu idance are intended for somebody else. 
Maybe this is so. That wou ldn’t neces­ 
sarily mean the warnings shou ldn’t be is­ 
su ed, for they may sneak into a man’s con­ 
sciou s mind and act as a brak e u pon him 
when he’s behind the wheel.* 
Bu t it cou ld mean that there is consid­ 
erable point in hammering again and again 
on the specific failu res of today’s drivers. 
A man who reads of these may find him­ 
self inescapably check ing his own perform­ 
ance against the reported bad ones. And he 
may thu s pu t himself on better gu ard. 
One failu re that strik es the eye repeat­ 
edly as we read newspaper accou nts of mo­ 
tor accidents is “loss of control.” 
There are times when this is a matter 
beyond the power of the driver. The car 
fails mechanically, an object falls on the 
car or into its path, a tire blows. 
Bu t on far too many occasions the re­ 
sponsibility is wholly the driver’s. He either 
did not k eep control of his car u nder qu ite 
normal circu mstances, or he failed to ac­ 
commodate his driving to special conditions 


of weather, road su rface, road pattern 
(tight cu rves, limited sight distance), traffic 
volu me. 
If the failu re is of the first order, then 
the driver clearly has not learned well the 
lessons of how to hold the wheel, how to 
apply the brak es, how to govern the car on 
cu rves, etc. Incredible as it may seem, there 
are thou sands who do not k now these fu n­ 
damentals. From among their rank s will 
come tomorrow’s traffic fatalities. 
The man who ignores special conditions 
on the road is. of cou rse, committing errors 
of ju dgment. He needs su preme lu ck and 
nearly su perhu man physical abilities to get 
him ou t of difficu lties that arise from su ch 
errors. None of u s can cou nt u pon these off­ 
setting factors. 
Often the news accou nt says, in k indly 
manner, that “the car WENT ou t of con­ 
trol.” Most of the time the phrase cloak s 
the u npleasant fact: the driver let the car 
get ou t of control. 
How is YOUR performance in this vital 
department of driving? 
Do you drive with a cou ple of fingers on 
the wheel, as if you were propelling a toy 
arou nd the living room, or do you hold the 
wheel as if you u nderstood the constant per­ 
il of propelling 3.500 pou nds of metal, glass 
and ru bber along a roadway at speeds u p to 
70 miles an hou r?

Plastic su rgery Is one* of the fields of practice 
which has made enormou s progress du ring the past 
years. Readers are evidently aware of this, since 
they write me frequ ently with a variety of qu es­ 
tions. 
For example, one correspondent ask s, “ If a 
you ng adu lt, du e to a childhood accident, is left with 
a one-inch facial scar, can he have a su ccessfu l 
plastip su rgery operation to remove the scar and 
improve his appearance and viewpoint on life?” 
Another ask s what can be done for protru ding 
ears, and a third wants information on how to locate 
a competent piastic su rgeon. 
In reply to the first, it is probable that the scar 
tissu e on the face can be cu t ou t and the normal 
sk in stitched together. The resu lt is lik ely to be a 
thin scar instead of a thick one. 
Protru ding ears are fairly common. There is a 
su ccessfu l operation for setting-the ears closer to 
the head, often combined with certain reconstru c­ 
tion. 
The finding of a competent piastic su rgeon is 
important. At last report there were abou t 350 di- 
plonmtes of the American Board of Plastic Su rgery. 
The American Medical Association (535 North Dear­ 
born Street, Chicago 10, 111.) can su pply the names 
of those certified diplomatcs in that specialty. 
There áre an enormou s nu mber of things which

can happen to the hu man body, u su ally at the su r­ 
face. which interfere with fu nctions or with the ap­ 
pearance. There are bu rns and deforming accidents 
in peace as well as in war. 
Fu rthermore, some are bom with defacement* 
which harm the look s and consequ ently mak e for 
self-consciou sness even if nothing worse. Many of 
theRe, both inborn and acqu ired, tan be corrected 
wholly or partially by plastic su rgery. 
Some persons can be given new ears or noses. 
This is no simple job. however, becau se it u su ally 
involves tak ing cartilage from a rib and transplant­ 
ing it (after reshaping it to the desired form) to 
the proper place. Then it has to grow a blood su pply 
to k eep alive. Often one or more additional opera­ 
tions have to be u ndertak en to cover the area with 
sk in. 
One cannot help being amazed by what modern 
plastic su rgery can do. When the problem is com­ 
plicated. as ii often is. enormou s patience is called 
for on the part of both patient and su rgeon. Some­ 
times a whole series of operations—over many 
months or even years have to be carried ou t before 
the job can be completed. 
Thou sands today are walk ing signs of » good re­ 
su lts. Some are living normal lives who wou ld have 
shu nned their fellow men u nless they had been re­ 
stored to more normal appearan« e
